For me to undertake to write what 
I saw and felt and realized, I should 
utterly fail for lack of ability ; I must 
let eternity reveal the scenes of those 
days. I can say befere God, angels, 
heaven and earth, that I am innocent 
of violating any law of the State of 
Missouri, and I can say that my bre- 
thren are as pure and clean as I am, 
innocent and virtuous, true to their 
God and their country. With the 
measure they meted to the Latter-day 
Saints, it shall be measured to them 
again, or upon all those who had a 
hand in our persecution and expulsion, 
and those who consented to it, four 
fold, full, — down, and running 
over shall be their portion; and as 
the Lord God Almighty liveth, I shall 
live to see it come to pass.* 
When we walked up to sign the 
deeds of trust to pay these assassins 
for murdering our brethren and sisters 
and their children, ravishing some of

Being a stranger in Missouri, I was 
requested by Joseph, Brigham, and 
others to tarry and assist the com- 
mittee in getting the brethren and 
families out of the State, and in‘ 
waiting upon those brethren who 
were confined in prison. 

On the 12th of March I wrote to 
Joseph Fielding, Liverpool, England, 
saying: “I have only received two 
letters from you since I have come 
here. If you knew the feelings I 
have for the welfare of the people, 

pone pen would not be so idle. May 
. stir you up to diligence to feed 
the sheep of God ; for they are chil- 
dren of my begetting through the 
gospel. Think it not strange that I 
7 thus ; for you know the feelings 
at a father has for his children. 

Now, brethren, be faithful and 
visit the churches, and exhort the 
Saints to be faithful in all things, and 
not lay down their watch for a mo- 
ment ; for there is great danger of 
falling beneath the powers of dark- 
ness.

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THE MISSING LINK. 

NEARLY everybody has heard about, but comparatively few people have 
actually. seen what is known, or rather unknown to the scientific world by 
the name of the “Missing Link.” Among that favored few the writer of 
this claims to be numbered, as having gazed upon, if not the embodiment of 
the Darwinian myth itself, something as nearly resembling it as will pro- 
bably ever be discovered. The interesting object which has received this 
suggestive and not inappropriate cognomen is undoubtedly a human being, 
but one possessing so many of the features and characteristics of the monkey 
tribe, as to fully entitle it to the name given it by its owner, the proprietor 
and manager of the Westminster Aquarium, London, among the curiosities 
and attractions of which it is now on exhibition. Krao, for that is the crea- 
ture’s proper name, is a female between six and seven years of age, a native 
of Laos, in the northern part of Siam, between Burmah and China. She is 
not a monstrosity, such is not the nature of the claim set up in her behalf, 
but an actual type of a race of people inhabiting the forests and jungles of 
her native land, where she was captured some months ago, in company with 
-her father and niother, by a party of English explorers. 

The King of Siam, a portion of whose dominion this singular people in- 
habit, at first was quite averse to the idea of their leaving that country, but 
finally consented, on condition that she be adopted by some one of her cap- 
tors and treated as his daughter, to allow Krao to. be taken to England. The 
proprietor of the above-named exhibition having taken upon himself this 
responsibility, no further objection was made. The parents would doubtless 
have followed or accompanied their offspring, but the father died soon after- 
wards of cholera, and the mother therefore remained at Laos. She will, how- 
ever, soon be imported and likewise placed on exhibition. The climate of 
their native land being much warmer than this, the apartment they will 
occupy at the Aquarium, where “Krao, the Missing Link, or What is It,’ 
already may be seen, is kept at an even temperature of about 60 degrees, 
thirty degrees less than that to which they are ordinarily accustomed ; the 
difference being counterbalanced by light clothing, to which they are abso- 
lute strangers at home, the long hair which completely envelops their bodies 
when grown, there rendering additional apparel asa means of comfort eutirely 
unnecessary. It may here be stated also, that they do not dwell within the 
confines nor associate with the more enlightened denizens of Siamese semi- 
civilization, but like the animals they so much resemble, live in the wilds of 
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the jungle and the forest, in huts constructed in the branches of the trees, up 
which they nimbly climb for refuge in much the same manner as the mem- 
‘bers of that sprightly family to which they are supposed, by the incorrigible 
disciples of Darwin, to be homogeneously allied. Their language is unin- 
telligible, except when accompanied by gestures, being confined to a brief 
interchange of signs and noises indicative of their individual wants. 

The fact of there being a regular race propagation among this peculiar 
people was proven years since, it is said, at the Court of the King of Siam, 
who had two of them of opposite sexes brought to his capital and bred there 
for the especial purpose of the experiment. As already intimated they are 
a very hairy race. The father of Krao is said to have been all but literally 
covered with hirsute growth, there being a long mane running the full length 
of the spinal column, the latter possessing one more vertebra than the ordi- 
nary human frame, the same suggestion of a tail as that found upon the 
higher orders of the monkey family. The face is described as having pre- 
sented the appearance of a Scotch terrier, being literally hidden with hair. 
The mother, who survives, is of similar aspect, though less hairy than her 
deceased husband. As for Krao, her extreme youth will account for the fact 
that at present, with the exception of a few novel features which undoubtedly 
foreshadow an ultimate reduplication of resemblance, nothing would now 
prevent her from being mistaken, under proper circumstances, for an Indian 
papoose. She is about three feet in height, slender and active in body 
and of a very intelligent mind. The head is not unlike that belonging to 
monkeys of a superior order. She has no forehead. _ Her hair, which is jet 
black, grows down as far as the eyebrows, which are nevertheless distinct 
and heavy. In fact, it requires close inspection to discern that the hair upon 
the brow is actually growing there, instead of hanging over it from the crown 
above. The eye is black and piercing, the complexion swarthy as an Indian's. 
The ears are well shaped, but like the monkey’s without cartilage. The nose 
and mouth are those of the Chimpanzee. Her face is round and full, and on 
the cheeks, in front of each ear, is a downy substance very similar to a young 
man’s earliest perceivable effort at side whiskers. The breast is covered in 
like manner. Her arms and lower limbs are long and slender and are fast 
covering with eoft, silky hair about an inch in length. It is claimed, and 
apparently with good reason, that in a few years the body will be thoroughly 
clothed with capillary growth. The hands are small and shapely. The joints 
of the fingers and toes are double, and bend backward as well as forward, in 
this respect also resembling the ape. She uses her toes as well as her fingers 
in playing with the toys that are given her, of which she seems exceedingly 
fond. She is very amiable as a general rule, but when aroused can be equally 
as vicious and fiery. The worst threat of punishment sbe receives when 
naughty, and one which she seems to dread most, is that of being sent back 
10 Laos, whence she came. She says, for she is picking up English with 
semarkable alacrity, No houses, no shops, no toys, no fine dresses in Laos,” 
and answers intelligently simple questions put to her by visiters to the exhi- 
bition. So much for Krao, the second Siamese wonder, and the nearest 
approach to the far famed missing link” in the chain of animal evolution, 
shat nature has yet presented for the consideration of the scientifie world. 
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We will here take occasion to remark that we are not a believer in.the d 
trine that man is a developed monkey, or that science has conclusively prover 
or will ever be able to demonstrate the correctness, so far as pertains to life. 
on this planet, of its theory of animal evolution. What the primeval 
conceals, or what the unexplored future may develop, are matters with whiel 
human science has but very little to do and even less to know. Outside of 
what God has revealed man knows nothing, and as for theories, opinions an 
speculations, unauthorized and unsupported: by divine revelation, they are 
like any other article of manufacture, worth only what they will fetch in the 
market of man’s credulity. Without, therefore, attempting to transcend the 
bounds of this existence, and taking into consideration the simple scope of 
Time—ample enough, it would seem, to demonstrate the truth or falsity of 
any proposition comprehended by human philosophy—what have we to show, 
that there is or of right ought to be such a thing as a “ missing link,” the 
office of which when found will be to establish a lineal relationship between 
man and the lower orders of the animal creation? Is there a man on earth 
at the present time who knows himself to have been descended from a 
monkey? Is there any record extant containing this interesting bit of in- 
formation, corroborated by unimpeachable evidence? Have monkeys ever 
produced men, or men, monkeys? Has that immutable law—immutable so 
far as known—ever been transgressed, which decrees that every species shall 
produce after its own proper kind, and that hybrids and monstrosities shall. 
not propagate? Until these questions are answered it would appear that 
but little satisfaction is to be derived from the investigation of this so-called. 
problem, aside from the still further multiplication of man-made theories, 
Opinions and suppositions, of which the world is already full to bursting.. 
Scientific writers tell us that “theory is the father of fact, and that research. 
leads to discovery,” but of the necessity which exists fur theorizing over matters, 
well known, and of seeking after the genesis of things the origin of which ip 
already revealed, these wise and learned speculators are content to leave us 
wholly uninformed. |

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


President George Q. Cannon, in the course of a letter written on January, 

19th, at Washington, D. C., U. S.A., to Bishop O. F. Whitney, of this office, 

gives the following excellent advice, accompanied by very interesting n. 
of American news: 


„It is very gratifying to hear of the success of the Elders. Syetematic 
preaching, visiting and tract distributing in Great Britain will yet bring 
many to the knowledge of the truth, and will sow seed that in time to come 
will bring forth considerable of a harvest. Testimonies borne by the Elders 
in their speaking and writings now will come vividly to mind, even if not 
obeyed at present, in the days of affliction and trouble that are ahead; and 
even if such persons should die, they will have still more reason to think of 
the message of which the Elders are the bearers, Elders make a great mistake 
who relax their efforts and become indifferent about preaching the gospel and 
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waiting the’ peuple the people do not come forward fresly for bap- 
ae ‘or do not manifest ‘active interest in the work. The proclamation of 
2 the warning of the inhabitants of the earth are duties that are 
‘us.’ They rest upon us here; we shall not be freed from them 
— At some time or other, either in this world or in the next condi- 
tion of existence, every child of Adam must have the message of salvation 
declared to him or to her. This is a mission that rests upon every man who 
has ever received the priesthood, so long as he does not forfeit it. It will be 
a labor that will stretch far into eternity. But it is none the less incumbent 
upon us here to see that every one whom we can reach is told the blessed 
tidings. That the Lord requires this of us, and bleases us in striving 
to do it, every Elder knows who has had any experience in the labor. Angels 
take delight in it, and men who engage in it are lifted near to the angels in 
the heavenly and indescribable joy which fills their souls. 


You will have learned doubtless before this reaches you that Bro. John T. 
Caine was sworn in on the 17th inst. as delegate to Congress from Utah. 
This is a cause of great satisfaction, and the news will be received with glad- 
ness by all Latter-day Saints. His position will be more pleasant to him, aad 
he will be more useful, because of his recognition as a member. The Governor 
of Utah, whose ignorance and stupidity are oaly equalled by his rancorous 
hostility to the people whose servant and friend he ought to be, has appeared 
to be determined that, if hie could prevent it, Utah should have no representa- 
tive in Congress. But this time he has been disappointed. His refusal to 
order an election could not strip the people of the Territory of this right. At 
least so the Committee on Elections of the House ot Representatives have 
unanimously decided. They have accepted the votes of the people of the 
Territory as expressive of their choice, in face of the Governor’s attempt to 
make them null. The feeling here thus far in this Session of Congress is so: 
different from that of last that there is no comparison. This is partly due to 
the reaction which set in after the violent efforts of last year, and partly, and 
I may say mainly, due to the November elections. No one of our many 
opponents gained any credit among their constituents, or any votes at the 
polls, by being in the crusade against us. It is a gratifying fact that those 
who voted in favor of our rights, when they had the opportunity of explain- 
ing their action, gained favor and votes, while a number of those who hoped. 
to be applauded for their attacks upon us, lost their places. Among the 
better feeling members of the House there is a sentiment of shame in respect 
to their action in declaring the seat of the Delegate vacant. The only excuse 
they offered for doing this was, that if they did not do it, their rivals would 
seize and make use of it, and it would result in the loss to them of political 
honors. It is the existence of this sentiment of shame, of which I speak, 
that has made the seating of Bro. Caine more easy. Utah has been without 
representation in this Congress, and it has been felt that this is an outrage 
which should not be perpetuated. 

Edmunds has reported back from the Judiciary Committee of the Senate 
asubstitute for the Bill which he introduced by request into the Senate. 
Those who are familiar with the law of March 22, 1882, can have no difficulty 
in discovering the paternity of this new issue. It has all the lineaments of its. 
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author, and might easily pass as the twin of theother law. Edmunds has under- 
taken a role, in trying to fill which so many have signally failed. When a man 
undertakes to measure arms with the Almighty the result is easily foretold. 
‘The design of this vew measure is transparent. It is to destroy the Church of 
Christ, to render the fulfilling of his commands impossible, and to reconstruct 
the Territory by transferring its government, its offices and wealth into the 
control of our enemies. Of course we shall do all in our power to defeat this 
atrocious scheme. |
